Bundestag approves 


retrial of

BONN. — The West German Bun- 
destag, after four years of delay, 
last week passed a Franco-German 
treaty enabling Bonn to prosecute 
Nazi criminals who have hitherto 

escaped punishment. 

Nazi hunter Mrs. Beate Klarsfeld, 
who has campaigned for years for 
the treaty’s passage, was banned 
from the lower house during the 
final vote, adding to the aura of 
seandal which accompanied the 


The treaty makes it possible for 
German courts to try Nazi war 
criminals who were convicted ἐπ 
abeentia in France after World War 
Two but because of a legal loophole 
have been able to live free of pro- 
secution in West Germany. 

Under a post-war agreement he- 
tween France, Britain, the U.S. and 


the Bonn Government, this category cam 


of of omendere was exempt from a 
second trial in Germany because the 


Allies feared German justice would 
be too mild, German officials ex- 


plained. 

On the other hand the Bonn cons- 
titution prohibits the extradition of 
Germans abroad. Thus many Nazis 
who committed crimea during the 
occupation of France could continue 
living unscathed in West Germany 
after 1945.

The Christian Democratic Party 
said it supports the treaty’s aim of 
punishing Nazis guilty of murder 
in France.

Giscard fires defence 


and posts 


PARIS (UPI). — President Valery 
Giscard d’Estaing fired his de- 
fence and posts ministers on Friday 
in an attempt to restore discipline 
in the ranks of French armed forces 
and stop recurrent, paralysing mall 
strikes. 

The twin dismissal was part of 
the first cabinet reshuffle since 
Giscard d’Estaing’s election elght 
months ago and, government of- 
ficials said, its main alm was to 
restore the Cabinet's cohesion and 
improve its public Image. 

In the most important single 
change Yvon Bourges, 54, an or- 
thodox Gaullist, became the new 
Defence Minister in replacement of 
Jacques Souffiet. 

Soufflet's demotion has long been 
predicted by the press. He has been 
openly blamed for repeated out- 
bursts of discontent and street agite- 
tion by national servicemen protest- 
ing low pay, bad housing condi- 
tions and frequent harsh treatment 
from their commands. 

In a parallel move enlisted men 
and commissioned officers have 
beer. complaining about low income, 
slow advancement and a lack of 
consideration for the uniform and 
flag irom fellow French citizens. 

Defying the government, draftees 
Staged street demonstrations recent- 
ly in Draguignan, southern France 
and in Karlsruhe, West Germany.

FIVE HOURS OF 
NON-STOP MOZART | 


THE MOZART MARATHON at the 
Jerusalem Theatre (Tuesday; 
January 28} was ἃ non-stop five- 
hour performance. Though the 
various readings provided a break 
from time to time, uninterrupted at- 
tention was demanded from those 
listeners who ¢lung to their seats for 
fear of losing them to others in 
search of a place to sit. The Theatre 
was overcrowded tas it reportedly 
had been for Monduy’s public dress 
rehearsall, but this created an in- 
formal atmosphere. The only distur- 
bance was caused by the inconsi- 
derate behaviour of the television 
crews. 


In general, the performances were 
of much better quality than in most 
previous Marathon programmes. The 
opening Canons, arranged by S. 
Zysser, played in the Foyer by trum- 
pets, horns and trombones. were lost 
in the hectic scramble for seats, 
but the following Divertimento in 
FP, played efficiently by 2 chumber 
group of the orchestra ‘prepared by 
Mendi Rodan}, was given in proper 
listening conditions and provided 
pleasant entertainment. Arieh Vardi 
offered two pieces by the child 
Mozart and the Plano Sonata in C 
{K. 330). The interpretations were 
very Involved and rather overdone, 
the slow movements much too ele- 
giac, ond the lighter parts too fast.

Record-breaking gains 


NEW YORK (AP). — The New 
York stock market last week 
climaxed a month of record-break- 


ing gains amid the busiest trading ον 


in its history. 

Α 87.08-point rise to 703.69 in 
the Dow Jones average of 30 in- 
dustrial stocks was the market’s 
hest-.since-October. It.also..brought 
the Dow's rise for January to an 
unprecedented 87.45 points. 

No official monthly records are 
kept for the average. But checks 
in available records and with Wall 
Street technical analysts showed 
that the figure far outsripped strong 
previous months on record, such as 
the jumps of about 65 poimts posted 
in October of 1966 and again last 
October. 

At Friday's close, the Dow was 
up more than 14 per cent for the 
month and more than 22 per cent 
since it touched a i2-year low 
December 6. 


New York Stock Exchange volume 
needed only 3% days — to 1 pm. 
Th — to eclipse the previous 
weekly high of 110.62 million 
reached in early February of 1971. 

Starting with a new single-day 
high of 32.13 million shares on 
Monday, exchange trading totalled
